A sad and deplorable affair occurred at 


the Kacine county insane asylum early 
Sunday morning, Albert Rierson, 23 
years old, beating out the life of John 
Ladnich,' aged C8, with the heel -of iiis 
shoe. The crime was discovered by Nel- 
son Pass-inlau, night watchman of the in- 
stitution. Eierson, with blood stains on 
his hands and clothing, was accused o^ 
the crime,- admitted it, gave.no reason, 
for its commission and said he was glad 
lie killed the old man. 


Previous to the killing there had becm 


no trouble between the two. . Seven oth- 
er patients in the ward did not appear to' 
have heard or seen anything unusual go- 
ing on, and if they did, were not able to 
realize that it was wrong. . Superinten- 
dent Bull, as soon as possible, called Dr. 
Sorenson, the asylum physician, but he 
could do nothing. Coroner Jonas lloyle 
was notified, went to. the asylum, order- 
ed young Rierson held in restraint, the 
>ody removed to another part of the 
house, smpaneled a jury and adjourned 
the inquest until today.

KIERSON 'ADMITS IT. 


Young Rierson was discovered with 


blood on his hands and . clothing and 
when accused of the murder coolly nd 
luitted it and said he was glad. Furth- 
er investigation revealed that the young 
man had arose from his eot, secure 
;hcavy. shoe, walked to the cot of Lad- 
rach nnd with the heel of the slice 
pounded the face and head of the unfor- 
tunate-man until life was extinct, at any 
rate he was dead when discovered. So 
far as could be learned there huci been 
no ill-feeling between the two and sim- 
ply the act of an insane mind, irrespon- 
sible for the terrible deed. Rierson was 
taken into a strong room and seemed to 
make light of'his actions. 


BRIGHT YOUNG MAN. 


Rierson was born in this city 2S years 


ago and comes from an old and highly 
respected family. He was a. graduate of 
the Racine high school, attended tho Un- 
iversity of Wisconsin and intended to be 
a lawyer. Owing to overwork his mind 
gave way and eight years ago he be- 
came dangerous and threatened to kill 
members of his own family. Physicians 
examined into hi* mental condition and 
he was committed to the northern asy- 
lum, later to the Rucinc county asylum 
as an incurable. He was there at the 
time the asylum burned down and 
brought back when the present new one 
was completed. During his conline.ment 
he became passive and was not consider- 
ed in the least dangerous and conse- 
quently placed in the passive ward with 
eight others, of the 
same class. The 


ivs'of tho affair created a sensation 


throughout the city and county and was 
a terrible blow to the parents and rela- 
tives of tlic,youn2 man.' 


THE DEAD PATIENT.

GERMANY TCKBAB MEAT 
Further Restrictions Will' be 


Made Upon Shipments 


From United States 


BER :'JX, July. 20—As the result of in- 


quiries instituted. owing to the report 
that the German government had decid- 
ed to enforce such stringent laws against 
American canned .products as to virtual- 
ly exclude them, ft is learned that sever- 
al recent seizures of meat unfit for food 
made at custom houses on. the Russia, 
frontier caused inquiries to be made by 
the customs authorities and the Prus- 
sian ministry of agriculture 
regarding 


the system of inspection. 


It was neurncd that the practice had 


been, ordinarily, either not to break a 
package or, if opened, not to cut slices 
of its contents for close examination. 
This casual inspection permitted, it is 
believed, considerable trade in disease 
and tainted meat also in unborn calves. 
Changes in the regulations requiring a 
close inspection before the .official stamp 
i.s used:are in course' of preparation,., by 
representatives' of-the-customs and agri- 
cultural authorities 
for submission- to 


the bundcisrnth. 


XO FRIENDS IN GERMANY. 


Dr. Max Polaczek, editor of the Flis- 


cher Zeitung organ of the meat trade, 
said to 'the correspondent 'of the Asso- 
ciated Press: 


The demands of the agricultural cham-

showing disbursements of- $7,177,159.0.'J. 


• Not only (this, but the- anmiul report of 
Agent Coe also shows that the totnl 
number of pensioners enrolled at 
the 


Milwaukee office at present is less- than 
the number shown by the last annual re- 
port. The difference, while not groat, 
marks the beginning of the end and goes 
to establish the fact that within a. few 
years the old soldier, ns he is known at 
present, will be comparatively unknown. 


WHAT REPORT SHOWS. 


The number of pensioners as shown by 


the report of Agent Coe for the fiscal 
ynar ending June 30, 11)05, was 50,434. 
The present report has not been com- 
pleted BO as to enable Agcn^, Coe to give 
the exact number of pensioners now on 
the rolls at-his office, but he says there 
will be a decrease of between 500 and 600 
names. 


Up to the present year, every annual 


report of the pension department 
at 


Washington has shown a steady increase 
in the number of persons enrolled. Tho 
first few years the increase was small, 
but after the passage by congress of the

JEROME FINDS FAULT 


WITH THE PRESIDENT 


L»tt«r'« Criticism of the Judeo'i Decision* 


Uoe* Siot ZUCeet With the I.ATTyen'

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., July 20.—Dis- 


trict Attorney Jerome delivered an1 ad- 
dress on "Public Opinion: Its 
Power, 


Some of Its Evils nnd Injustices, rend 
Our Duty as Lawyers to It," before the 
Georgia Bar association last night. In 
the course of his address, Mr. Jerome re- 
ferred to President Roosevelt's criticism 
of .a United States court judge, saying: 


"There is one injustice which public 


opinion not infrequently docs, and it is) 
one .which lawyers can do much to cor- 
rect, and that is the criticism of judges 
for decisions which they could not avoid 
making if they obeyed the law. 'The re- 
cent spectacle of the naton's chief execu- 
tive himself not a lawyer, criticising in a 
public document a federal judge for his 
decision on a- point of law has not, I be- 
lieve, commended itself to our profes- 
sion. The laws are j.pur laws. Public 
opinion made them and can change them. 
Every citizen has a right to criticise.them 
and seek, their 
amendment or repeal. 


While 'they arc -our'laws we want our 
judges to obey them tvnd not substitute 
for them something they deem in accord 
with a tiling so mutable and so' difficult 
to ascertain as the public opinion. The 
soundness of a judge's legal judgment 
and the wisdom of a particular law may 
well be called in question, but an honest 
decision should not expose the judge 
himself to criticism. 


"The man who declares he is indiffer- 


ent to public opinion if he be not a fun- 
atiCj is toe- often something of a fool and 
a knave—a knave to lie and a fool to 
think you believe him. To a public, offi- 
cer the.discharge of his duty with or in 
the face of public opinion is like the dif- 
ference in the running of an engine with 
oiled or sanded bearings. 


"Jn mnny parts of the country, and. 


especially in our great cities-, a iuan!s 
ability, to command 
a. hearing must 


largely depend upon the newspapers, aiid' 
it is by them that the greatest justice' 
and sometimes the greatest injustice is 
done."

It -was the 
original plan of the company to open the 
Racine line by the first of August, but 
this has been found to be impossible on 
account of delay ui the delivery of ma- 
terials.

Officials of the company admit that it

The line to Rncine will be a 
straight one with the line to Waukegan 
and it i» being .laid in,the same careful 
way as the line south of Kenosha. 


The company promises to give the Mil- 


waukee company steady compctiton and 
it is probable that twenty minute- ser- 
vice will be established between Racine 
and Kenosha, The new cars which are 
to be placed on the run between Racine 
and Evonston arc now being completed 
and they will be ready for use by the 
time the line is opened. The company is 
planning to make arrangements with the 
Belle City Railway company to transfer 
passengers from the west station to the 
center of Racine and if these negotia- 
tions fall through the company will prob- 
ably seek a franchise from the Racine 
city council to build a branch'line into 
the> city.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—The execu- 


tive-officer* of. the various departments 
have already found themselves confront- 
ed with much difficulty in the application 
of the president's order to report viola- 
tions of the' eight hour law by govern- 
ment contractors. The subject'.is a very 
complex one and it ia apparent/that the 
attorney general will be called" upon to 
pass ma-ny opinions on the application of 
law to tho different classes of employ- 
es. Acting Secretary of War Oliver has 
given instruction to the chief of engi- 
neers and the quartermaster general in 
whose charge are most of the 
public 


works under the- war department that 
their inspectors and other employes in a 
position to know tho conditions under 
which .government work is being execut- 
ed by contractors shall report to the de- 
partment for certification to-the attor- 
ney general 'only such cases of violation 
of law as they are certainly able to. sup- 
port by legal evidence. This instruction 
will probably affect a large class of gov- 
ernment work where there is reasonable 
ground for believing that the' employes 
work more than eight hours,*but where 
the fact is not absolutely known to the 
department. 


MUST REPORT VIOLATION. 


Thus for instance where the depart- 


ment ha< an inspector in a factory where 
government work is being turned out, 
he will be expected to report any viola- 
tion of the eight hour Jaw. But in the 
case of supplies, shoes and clothing, for 
instance, inspected only upon delivery 
the department, cannot know 
officially 


what conditions exist in the 
factories 


and offenders against the law in such 
-cases will probably be prosecuted only 
through the production by labor unions 
of the necessary evidence upon which to 
base suits. 


NOT IN PRIVATE YARDS; 


The question lias been raised as to 


whether the decision affects the work on 
naval vessels 'in private yards. The con- 
tractors strenuously insist, that the law 
does riot operate outside 'of a govern- 
ment reservation and that the ship is 
their own property unta it is turned 
over to the government. There is s. dif- 
ference of opinion of this point, between 
the government solicitors, but the navy 
department officials appear to 
believe 


that as the government pays installments 
of money for the ships as the work pro- 
gresses upon them it is the actual owner- 
of the vessels. This matter is so impor- 
tant that a test before the courts is cer- 
tain to follow at an early day. 


HARD NUTS TO CRACK. 


How tho law is to be applied'to mater- 


ial purchased for government work is un- 
certain. Where the factory set; aside 
one.department, exclusively for govern- 
ment work, the task will be easy, but 
whero the government materially comes 
out of the stock pile, such an -dimension 
stuff, standard size plates, beajns and the 
like it would seem impossible to differen- 
tiate and toll what part of the stock was 
for government use and -what for pri- 
vate builders.

.make a, splendid president, but as to 
favortism with that^ficklo jade, the pub- 
lic, ttiflt is quite another matter. There- 
is but one Roosevelt to combine within

MEDICI KILLS 


Racine Man Took Enough of 


.Tapeworm Prescription to 


Kill Half a Dozen. 


SMALL DOSES DID NOT 
. 
CUBE EAPIDLY ENOUGH 


Pilled Glass Three-quarters Full—Ex- 


pired in Great Agroiiy Before 


a Physician Could Arrive 


• -i, 
•• 
at the Home, 


From the effects of taking an overdose 


of medicine io cure tapeworm, the pre- 
scription having been obtained from one 
of'the so-called physicians' books or pa- 
.pers, Jlax Walter Erhardt, 44 years old, 
died at his home 1626 Morton avenue, 
shortly after C o'clock last evening. 


Wlicn tlic gentleman was taken with 


violent illuess and fell to the floor, Dr. 
H. J. Brelira was hastily summoned, but 
when he arrived the man wus dead. Im- 
mediately Coroner Jonas Hoyle was no- 
tified, went to the residence and decided 
that an inquest was not necessary. 


Sir. Erhardt was employed as inalster 


at the Klinkcrt brewery. Members of 
his family and himself, bad been troubled 
with tapeworm. In the family library 
there was a physicians' book containing 
many remedies for sickness, among them 
one for tapeworm. 


COPIED THE REJIEDY. 


The prescription or remedy for tape- 


worm was copied arid taken to the 
Sehultz Bros, drug store and filled. This 
was several months ago and the drug- 
gisU gave orders and pasted the same 
on the bottle, to take small doses.' At 
the time JMr. Erhardt is quoted with 
having said if the worms attacked him 
he would kill them in a hurry. Believ- 
ing that he was troubled with the worms 
he took the medicine, as had the mem- 
bers of the family, in small doses as di- 
rections but the cure was too slow. 


TOOK LARGE DOSES. 


Last evening Mr. Erhardt filled a glass 


three-quarters full of the medicine and 
swallowed it. In n. few moments he was 
tfik'mi very sick; he fell or lay down on 
tlic lloor, roiled around and was in great 
apony and requested his family to call 
a physician. Kising to his feet, he walk- 
ed out of the house, came in again, laid 
down and was apparently in a dying con- 
dition. In the meantime Dr. Brchm had 
been summoned and hastened to the Er- 
hardt home. 


MAX WAS DEAD. 


When the physician arrived ilr. Er- 


hardt w;is dead. Making a casual exam- 
ination tlic physician gave as his opinion 
that the medicine was so powerful and 
dose so large that it paralyzed every 
nerve in his body and naturally produc- 
ed great pain and death. It is doubt- 
ful "if the doctor had 
arrived 
before 


dcnth, whether the life of the unfortu- 
nate gentleman could have been saved. 
Under the conditions there was only one 
thing to do and that was to.call the cor- 
oner. After viewing the body Coroner 
Hoyle decided to postpone an inquest 
and decide today what was best to do in 
the case. 


THE PRESCRIPTION. 


The medicine, according to the written 


prescription, contained easafross; oil art- 
gamem, 1 ounce; spirits of nitre, 3 
oumices; spirits of camphor, 1 ounce; es- 
sence of peppermint, 2 ounces; fluid ex- 


tract of copicum, 1 dram; chlorofonn, 3 
ounces; aqua ammonia, 3 ounces; *teo-. 
bol, 8 ounces. Of this mixture Mr..Er- 
liardt took nearly a glassful, sufficient to 
kill three or four persons. Th«'coroner.. 
ascertained that several member* 61 th» 
family had suffered with worms *nd takr 
en small quantities of the drug, without 
ill-effects. There was no intention en 
the part of Mr. -Ei-hard* to end his life; 
but he evidently labored/under the im- 
pression that a large dose would quickly' 
kill the worms and relieve him. 


FAMILY UNFORTUNATE. 


The family appears to have been un- 


fortunate so far as illness is concerned. 
Besides having suffered with tapeworms, 
cme of the little daughters was takenuto 
St. Mary's hospital a short time ago 
and was operated upon for appendicitis 
by Dr. Sifton of Milwaukee, and had so 
far recovered that she was to have been 
taken home today. 


Mr. Erhardt was born in Germany and 


has been a resident of Racine for moat 
years. He provided a pretty and com- 
fortable home on Morton avenue for his 
family. There survives to mourn hi» un- 
timely death a wile, two SODS and Jour 
daughters. 


By his fellow workmen he was well 


liked and classed as an honest and up- 
right citizen. 


The body was prepared for burial by 


Bayerman & Krus- 


The funeral will take place tomorrow 


afternoon at 2 o'clock from the house, 
and the members of the Forester lodge, 
of which deceased was a member, will 
attend in a body.

WOMAN AGAIN A SINOEB 


KENOSHA, Wis., July 21—An unut- 


ual case of restoration of faculties h«« 
been brought to light in the recovery 
of the voice of Mr». E. Roblee', the wife 
of a minister who was formerly pa»tor 
of the First Congregational -ihurch in 
this city, but who now resides in St.

The Court of December 23,1804, condemn- 
ed Captain Alfred Dryfus to life impris- 
onment in a fortress. 


To make the puishmwt of Captain 


Dreyfus the more severe, a spccinl law 
wns" 
passed which made it possible to 


have him 'serve his sentence on u bar- 
ren rock off the Coast of French Guinea, 
known as Devil's Island. 


Hi* exile .wns preceded by the cere- 


mony of his degradation, which, as far 
us its dramatic effect was concerned, had 
all the trappings of au execution. Cap- 
tain Dreyfus, on the morning of Janu- 
nrv 6, 1895, was marched to the center 
of" a square in .full view of five thousand 
of hi-s comrade.- He was iu full uniform 
nnd in his hand he heliliis naked sword, 
whicli had been, filed, in the. center so 
that the two parts barely held together. 
The "old In'ce and the frogs which adorn- 
ed his uniforms had been removed nnd 
then restored by means of a few busted 
thrtvuls. The adjutant rend the verdict 
in a sonorous voice, nnd then the com- 
manding goner.il stepped forward. 


"Drevfu's"," said he, "you nrc unworthy 


to carry arms in the name of the peo- 
ple ofVrance. 
We degrade you" 


Here the Adjutatnt took away th« 


sword from the condemned, officer, and 
with a. flourish broke it-over his knee. 
He also ripped away the gold lace 'from 
the uniform and threw it on tht ground. 


""Vive la France!" cried Captain Drey- 


fus. 
• "You have degraded an innocent 


• man.' I swear that I am innocent." 


Ills words were drowned out by tha

The words burned iu -his thoughts for 


the five long years .which,he .spent-he- 
neath a tropical sky on a barren rock. 
in that tCTriblii 'exile he knew nothing 
of the fa'ct that his friends and his wile 
were, doing all that'they could to accom- 
plished his release. 
His prison was ,a 


small stone cottage, within a short dis- 
tance of the sea, where day and night 
he-was guarded by one of'the garrison 
of six soldiers. Here in aqualor, ih'sn- 
ence and in loneliness -he lived, "thelnaa 
who was," and although on several oc- 
casions be might have availed himsell 
of an opportunity .to commit suicide, he 
persisted in his determination to live and 
to clear his name for the sake of his -wife 
and children. 


The record of these years of suffering 


was preserved in a diary which wai.aub- 
seflucntly incorporated in his book entit- 
led "Five Years of My Life." He hid 
to cook his own food nnd attend to .all 
his wants. At times the ration, which 
consisted of dried fruits principally, was 
bi-rely fit to eat. His guards did not 
speak to him, and for months he never 
opened his mouth. It was as thoUffc 
he lived away in silence. The only- rec- 
reations he had were reading and writ- 
ing.

worm. The evidence showed that Mr, 
Erhardt purchased the medicine of John 
Schultz, Washington avenue druggist, 
and not Schultz Bros., Sixth street drug- 
gists, as reported. This was several 
months ago. Tho directions were to take 
it in small doses. He was in the drug 
store of Mr. Schultz to get another kind 
of medicine, but decided to go home aiid 
take the medicine he had on hand. 


He filled a glass three-quarters full, 


took some of it, but it wns too strong 
and then he diluted it with water anil 
swallowed the balance. Tlicn he went 
out on the porch, lay 
down and com- 


menced rolling around. He told his 
daughter he was- rolling to distribute 
the medicine equally in his body. Then 
he complained of a burning sensation. 
The daughter and another lady assisted 
to carry him into the house. An effort 
was miide to call Dr. Haven, but he. was. 
not at home and Dr. Brchm came, but 
the man was beyond'help.

deceased came to his death by accident- 
ally taking an overdose of Dr. Herring- 
ton's compound, producing paralysis of 
the heart as stated by the doctor attend- 
ing him at his death, as cause of death.

his summer home in Lawrence, 
L. I. 


Enfeebled for. the last few years by the 
infirmities of old age, he passed away 
after a rapid final decline of several 
weeks. 


He was preparing with great pleas- 


ure for the celebration of his ninetieth 
birthday on August. 4, .an event -which 
was made memorable each year by the 
visits of the old residents o'f. Lawrence 
nnd other intimate friends, to whom the 
aged financier'wa; always known as "Un- 
cle Russell."

'•'Everybody will be very 
much sur- 


prised to learn'-'what I have done with 
my money," Mr. Snge said a year or 
more ago to an intimate friend, "but 
they will never learn until I am dead." 


Rumors that the $75,000,000 or $100,- 


000,000 which are the generally accepted 
figures of the financier's fortune,- is to 
.be distributed: mostly nmong charities 
could not be confirmed tonight. 


UNCOXSCTOUS FOR HOURS. 


Mr. Sage's death came very peacefully 


•For six hours preceding his death he 
was unconscious and there was no rally 
in his final momente. 


Mr. Sage had been in feeble health for 


three or four years, and during that time 
suffered long sieges of illness, which at 
times threatened to prove fatal. Always 
resolute nnd energetic, he went:to his 
offices and attended to his multifarious 
interests daily, and for long hours when 
his strength was scarcely sufficient to 
sustain such labor, which was performed 
against the advice of his physician. 


While interest will be expressed here 


over Mr. Sage's death, this city will show 
little regret. Sage wiis not a popular 
man; he was riot" even widely respecter!. 
Perhaps there never has been a better 
summary made of 1 Mr. Sn^c's status in 
the eyes of bin fellow citizens'than that 
voiced some yenrs'fljro by one of his cne- 
mie-;, who said: "He is. feared by many, 
respected by some, admired by few, en- 
vied by none rurd loved by his wife." 


Tiic reason that Sa/je did not make 


any appeal to the sympathy or affections 
of his fellow men wns to be found in the 
fact that he. 'xnf too much of a money- 


1 making machine and too little of a hu- 
man being. He 'was like some remarka- 
ble bit of mechanism, constituted for the 
sole purpose of scheming ways to make 
money nnd of putting them into effect, 
'with little of average human warmth of 
heart, generosity of feeling or kindness 
of spirit. 


Te seize dollars nnd more dollars and 


still more dollars, and to hold them— 
that wns what Sage lived for. His whole 
horizon was bounded by the money mar- 
ket; Wn.ll street was his earthly pnra- 
dise,: there was -nothip? in life really 
worth while beyond hiiril cash. He was 
jiot of the race'of millionaires who niaKe 
money in order to live lavishly and to 
spend prodigious Finn* on amusements 
or social campaigns. Such things were 
not for Sage. 
Jf: he was always grasp- 


ings, always avaricious, he was equally 
always penurious. 


LUNCIT BROUGHT FROM HOME. 
He might clear $1,000,000 in a. day'fl 


manipulations, but on that same day he 
would cat in his office a cold luncheon 
brought from his home nnd wrapped in a 
bit of paper. To make ns much us pos- 
sible nnd to spend as littlo as possible 
was Sage's rule of life. He' was, in 
short, probably tie most extreme type 
of the mere money machine—when his 
immense fortune is considered—that the 
United States' hae yet produced.
